Benjamin, who 
attended Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School 
and Howell’s College in 
Llandaff, told The GEM: 
“On November 26 and 
November 27, I, and 
my fellow first year 
Imperial student Daisy 
Miller, took part in the 
Big Jailbreak 2016. 

“This was organised 
by the RAG (raising and 
giving) branch of 
Imperial College Union. 

“The Big Jailbreak 
2016 is a charity 
challenge where you 
have 36 hours to travel 
as far as you can from 
London without using 
any of your own money. 

“You are sponsored to 
take part in this 
challenge. Sponsorship 
is still open and we 
receive donations at our 
BTMyDonate page. 

“None of the 
sponsorship money is 
used for our travel, all of 
it goes to The British 
Heart Eoundation, 
Cancer Research UK, 
Noah's Ark Children's 
Hospice and Action Aid. 

“The challenge began 
at 9am on Saturday, 
November 26. We then 


went around London for 
the next 10 hours telling 
strangers what our 
challenge was and trying 
to raise money from 
them so we could use it 
for travel. 

“That Saturday 
evening we returned to 
halls and looked for 
cheap plane and coach 
tickets that could take us 
as far as possible 
without spending any of 
our own money. 

“We found flights 
with Ukraine 
International Air to 


Istanbul’s Ataturk 
Airport via Kiev's 
Boryspil International 
Airport. 

“We then took a 
coach to Gatwick and 
spent the next 12 hours 
travelling. We arrived at 
Istanbul, and stayed the 
night. 

“The challenge 
concluded at 9pm GMT 
on Sunday, November 
27, at which time our 
final position was 
recorded. 

“We had travelled 
2,503km from London 


without spending any of 
our own money. 

“We spent the night in 
Istanbul before returning 
to the UK in time for 
afternoon lectures on 
Monday.” 

A total of £1,045 
within 48 hours is an 
impressive total.

‘Water company 
still has work to do 
to cut complaints’ 

- SAYS CONSUMER COUNCIL 


DWR Cymru Welsh Water has more 
work to do to reduce the number of 
written complaints from its customers, 
says the Consumer Council for Water 
(CCWater). 

Building on its September Complaints report, the 
consumer body on Tuesday published figures which 
show written complaints to the water company fell 
month-on-month between April and September 
2016 - but complaints still remain 39 per cent 
higher when compared to the same period last 
year.l 

Satisfaction with services and value for money 
among consumers in Wales remains higher than in 
England, but CCWater challenged Dwr Cymru 
Welsh Water to improve its performance on written 
complaints after it reported a 115 per cent rise 
during 2015/16. 

Welsh Water responded by introducing a range

of measures, including creating a dedicated team to 
tackle potential issues at an early stage before they 
escalate to a complaint. 

But progress has not been as fast as CCWater 
would have liked so the water watchdog has urged 
the company to re-double its efforts or risk 
remaining one of the worst performing water 
companies in England and Wales for written 
complaints. 

Tom Taylor, CCWater Wales chair, said: “While 
we recognise the company has taken steps to try 
and address the underlying causes, written 
complaints over the past six months remain higher 
than we would expect. 

“Welsh Water has told us it expects to see 
complaints fall over the coming months but the 
company has a lot of ground to make up if it is to 
improve at all on last year’s disappointing 
performance.” 

CCWater wrote to four water companies in 
Wales and England in September asking them to 
spell out what action they were taking to improve 
their complaint-handling performance. All four 
companies have been asked to provide CCWater 
with a further update in January on the progress 
they have made.

Open invitation to Cowhridge 
fundraisers this Christmas 


FIVE gold rings, four calling birds, three 
worthy causes, two joined forces and a 
Christmas Shopping Breather: Cowhridge 
has a string of party fundraisers organised 
as the countdown to Christmas begins - and 
you’re invited! 

Firstly, the biannual trip to South Africa organised by 
Cowhridge Comprehensive has returned, where sixth- 
form students such as me are offered the opportunity to 
work with the Goedgedacht Trust for a week, 
experiencing the culture (and hardships) of a continent 
most of us have never even visited before. 

In order to apply for this eye-opening opportunity, 
candidates had to write a letter expressing interest and 
sit an interview with senior members of the authority in 
the school. 

Following this, each successful applicant was 
assigned the task of raising a mi nimum of £1,000 before 
the flight. 

The visit consists of two weeks, one which involves 
climbing Table-Top Mountain, whale-watching and 
seeing the “Big Five”, while the other is a hands-on 
programme with the Trust. 

During the week with the Trust, our mornings will be 
spent on outdoor labour such as farming or fixing bikes. 

Once morning school finishes, we will then be 
working with children under the Trust’s care, be that as 
carers, teachers or entertainers. At the same time, this 
serves to continue developing the school’s relations 
with the Trust. So why the Goedgedacht Trust? 

Set up in 1992, the Trust alleviates poverty in rural 
areas, where the effects of such hardships are often 
overlooked. The flagship programme, “POP” (Path Out 
of Poverty), provides education in order to help youths 
develop, so that they can take on employment 
successfully as young adults. 

The focal point of the Trust is its target of sustainable 
methods; when the support offered by the Trust for each 
child lasts around 20 years, the Trust needs to be as self- 
sufficient as possible, thus ensuring even relatively 
small contributions remain significant for a longer 
period of time. 

The Trust’s current project of setting up an industry 
in olive farming is the epitome of their focus on 
sustainability.

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LIGHT A CANDLE AND 
WEAR A WHITE RIBBON 

-for an end to domestic 
violence against women 


L ast week we 

marked the United 
Nations 

International Day for the 
Elimination of Violence 
against Women with a 
cross-party gathering, a 
candlelit vigil at the 
Senedd in Cardiff Bay, 
and a service at Llandaff 
Cathedral. 

In plenary, we were 
reminded by Joyce Watson 
AM, who started the White 
Ribbon campaign in Wales 
over a decade ago, of the 
origins of the campaign. In 
1991, the first White Ribbon 
campaign was launched by a 
group of men in Canada after 
the brutal mass shooting of 14 
female students at the 
University of Montreal. 

Since 2012, Joyce has 
worked with the National 
Federation of Women’s 
Institutes in Wales to develop 
the ‘Not in My Name’ 
campaign. This engages with 
men to support the White 
Ribbon campaign, and has been 
taken up by local authorities, 
emergency services, trade 
unions, farming bodies, 
workplaces, sports bodies, male 
voice choirs, schools and 
colleges. 

The Welsh Government 
statement in plenary was made 


by Carl Sargeant AM, Cabinet 
Secretary for Communities and 
Children, and he also spoke in 
Llandaff Cathedral alongside 
victims of violence and 
representatives of different 
faiths - Buddist, Jewish, Hindu 
and Muslim. 

At the cathedral, I sat by the 
Mayor of Cardiff, Coun 
Monica Walsh and we shared 
memories of the first Women’s 
Aid refuge in Wales, which I 
helped to establish - with the 
support of the Lord Mayor at 
the time, Coun Albert Huish. 

We remembered those days 
when we were campaigning 
hard to get the issue of 
domestic violence recognised 
by local authorities, the police, 
the courts and by society. We 
both said this had been a 
motivating force for us to get 
involved in politics - to try and 
influence those who were in 
power. 

On Friday, we were 
reminded again of the statistics 
which reveal that in Wales over 
47,000 incidents of domestic 
abuse were reported to the 
police in 2014/15 and in the 
UK. In a street made up of 
100 houses, 20 of the women 
on the street will have been a 
victim of a sexual offence. 

The Mayor of Cardiff and I 
have key positions of 
responsibility in Wales and we 


pledged ourselves again on 
Friday, as members of the 
congregation in a packed 
cathedral, to continue to work 
towards the elimination of 
violence against women - not 
just on White Ribbon Day, but 
every day. 

My long-standing support 
for Atal y Fro in the Vale of 
Glamorgan, which provides 
refuge, support, second stage 
housing and preventative 
action, enables me to help 
initiatives in my constituency 
as well as at Government level 
as the cabinet minister 
responsible for Welsh 
Government business and as 
Leader of the House. (Atal Y

The White Ribbon which we 
wore last week is a symbol of 
hope for a world where women 
and girls can live free from the 
fear of violence. Thank you to 
BAWSO, Welsh Women’s Aid, 
Llamau, New Pathways, Safer 
Wales, Unite, WCIA and 
Llandaff Cathedral for marking 
the White Ribbon Day in such 
a powerful way. 

Finally, on Friday afternoon 
I was also delighted to open 
Tarmac’s Aberthaw Cement 
plant new rail facility, which 
will ensure that 2,500 truck 
movements will be removed

Conservative leader calls 
for Vale rail line upgrade 


ACTION must be 
taken to address 
problems of 

overcrowding on 
train services in the 
Vale, South Wales 
Central AM 

Andrew RT Davies 
said this week. 

“The Vale of 
Glamorgan Line is 
currently served by four 
trains an hour in each 
direction - with three to 
and from Barry Island 
and one instead going on 
to Rhoose, Llantwit 
Major and Bridgend. 
Passengers feel that the 
capacity on the line is not 
enough, with many 
having to stand, 
especially during peak 


hours,” the Welsh 
Conservative leader 
stated. 

“There have also been 
calls for services to run 
more frequently, with 
residents of Rhoose and 
Llantwit Major being 
restricted by the fact they 
are only served by one 
train an hour. This means 
many find themselves 
waiting around when 
they get to their 
destination.” 

Eollowing a question 
from Mr Davies in the 
Welsh Assembly, the 
cabinet secretary for 
economy and 

infrastructure, Ken 
Skates, had confirmed 
that the Cardiff area 
signalling renewal 
scheme will enable more 


train services to operate 
on the line and he had 
held discussions 

regarding the availability 
of additional rolling 
stock. 

Mr Davies said he 
welcomed this 

announcement, but that it 
would not amount to 
anything if it was not 
used as a springboard to 
improve comfort and 
convenience for 

passengers. The Welsh 
rail franchise, currently 
up for renewal, created 
an opportunity to deliver 
such improvements and 
it was vital this was 
taken. 

This week, it had been 
suggested that old rolling 
stock from the Gatwick 
Express service could be 


leased to Arriva Trains 
Wales for use on West 
Wales to Manchester 
services. Mr Davies said 
this presented an 
opportunity for other 
stock to be used instead 
on the Vale line. 

Mr Davies said: 
“Passengers from 

Llantwit Major, Rhoose, 
Barry and Dinas Powys 
regularly get in touch 
with me about problems 
with local rail services - 
especially relating to 
overcrowding and 

service frequency. 

“I welcome the fact 
that the Signalling 
Renewal Scheme will 
enable more services to 
operate on the line, but 
we must make the most 
of this opportunity.”

FORMS A WARTIME COALITION CABINET 

PORTHCAWL AT WAR: December 1916 


ON December 7 following Herbert 
Asquith’s resignation, David Lloyd 
George became Prime Minister and by 
December 11 had formed his coalition 
Cabinet. 

One increasing concern facing the country was 
the growing shortage of certain foodstuffs and their 
increase in price, as a consequence. Food shortages 
were becoming prevalent. Agricultural produce was 
less, due to many men from the farming industry 
having joined the armed services, and the poor wheat 
harvest of 1916 made bread difficult to obtain. 

In some parts of the country, the potato crop 
failed. Therefore, the office of the Ministry for Food 
was formed. Lord Devonport was appointed its first 
minister which would prove not before time - as the 
situation deteriorated, in January 1917, as a result of 
the German government announcing unrestricted 
submarine warfare. 

This meant that British merchant ships 
transporting food from overseas would be at risk of 
being sunk, worsening the shortages. Tragically, 
three Porthcawlians serving in the Mercantile 
Marine would lose their lives as a result of the U 
Boat attacks in 1917 - Chief Officer Angus Grant, 
Mate Richard Power and Engineer Officer William 
Lewis. Their stories will be told next year. 

In Porthcawl that December, possibly as a result 
of specific food shortages, three local ploughmen, 
two farmers and a market gardener who applied for 
exemption to the town tribunal were given 
conditional exemption. 

However, the dearth of wheat may be why a 
baker’s application was denied. Bread was in such 
short supply that advice was given nationally on how 
to make bread out of turnips! 

A Porthcawl baker who had already enlisted and 
had seen action at the Somme was Albert Pothecary, 
whose parents ran the New Inn, South Road (Sea 
Horse today). Mr and Mrs John Pothecary took 
great pride in their three sons who had all joined up 
voluntarily. 

However, by December 1916 the eldest. Private 
John Osman Pothecary, 14th Welsh, had been 


brought home with a fever and the baker Private 
Albert Austin Pothecary, also 14th Welsh, had been 
wounded in the back and was invalided home. 

Albert was not to return to the front, due to his 
severe injuries and finally received a Silver Badge in 
August 1917, two months before he was married to 
a Miss Hayes in Bridgend. 

The third son. Private William Spurgeon 
Pothecary, was serving in France as a driver with the 
Royal Army Medical Corps. It is testament to the 
patriotism of this family when you read that even 
John Sr joined the local Volunteer Training Corps. 
Thankfully all three sons survived the war. 

John Osman and his wife, Mary Jane, took over 
the New Inn public house from his parents in cl926; 
but sadly John died in 1940. 

Albert worked for a short time as a cleaner at 
Porthcawl railway station, before transferring to 
cleaning carriages on GWR trains. Evidence 
suggests that Albert died in Staffordshire in 1963. 

William, having aso worked for the GWR at 
Cardiff eventually emigrated with his wife Mabel to 
America on July 25, 1924, having bought their 
tickets to travel on the SS Montrose from George 
Sibbering, Well Street, Porthcawl. William and 
Mabel became American citizens in 1928. 

In 1943 William, who was 48 years old by then, 
was drafted by the US Army for service at home. He 
died in 1977 at his home in Brooklyn, New York. 

Another Porthcawlian who was in hospital in 
‘Blighty’ at the Western Hospital, Alexandra Park, 
Stockport was Private Waldo Emerson Parry, Army 
Service Corps Mechanical Transport who lived at 
Maesygraig, Newton, next door to Hope Chapel. 
Waldo, the only son of four children, was born to 
William and Sarah Parry in 1896, Wick. By 1901 
the family had moved to Porthcawl. 

Is it a coincidence that his father, who was a 
retired Unitarian minister, named his son after 
American Ralph Waldo Emerson, the essayist and 
lecturer who led the transcendentalist movement in 
19th century America, which arose out of the 
doctrine of the Unitarian church as taught at Harvard 
Divinity School? 

The transcendentalists believed that people are at

their best when truly ‘self-reliant’ and independent. 
Therefore, although William is recorded as running a 
newsagent on New Road, research proves that, 
actually, it was his daughter Enid, who owned the 
newsagent known as The Emporium, New Road 
(end house on Mackworth Road). This possibly 
suggests that in 1916, it was still not considered 
‘seemly’ in Porthcawl for a woman to be the 
proprietor of a business. 

Waldo’s occupation is initially reported as being a 
newsagent’s assistant; but by the time he enlists in 
the Army Service Corps Mechanical Transport 
Regiment at Cardiff, on November 6, 1915 he gives 
his profession as a ‘motor driver.’ Following his 
convalescence. Private Parry eventually returns to 
the Western Front, France on February 2, 1917. 

After the war he becomes an accountant and 
marries Mary Phillips in 1928. In 1977, he is found 
living at 22, Danygraig Avenue where he dies on 
April 21,1975 aged 78 years old. 

The Porthcawl News December 1916 carried 
news of another Porthcawlian: Trooper Ernest 
Davis. Trooper Davis was reported as being at a 
base hospital in France, having been severely 
wounded in the head, on October 18 during the 
Somme campaign. 

Trooper Davis of 17 Philadelphia Road had 
enlisted in the Glamorgan Yeomanry, but at the time 
of his injury was attached to the 2nd Battalion, South 
Wales Borderers. He had served in Ireland during 
the Easter Rising in April 1916 before being posted 
to France in the September. 

Prior to joining up. Private Davis had worked as a 
gardener to a Mr JP Leat, South Road. On May 30, 
1917, Ernest would, sadly, die of his wounds at the 
Howard Gardens Military Hospital, Cardiff and was 
buried in St John’s churchyard, Newton. 

Ernest was 22 years old. His parents, William and 
Annie Davis, led the mourners at the funeral who 
included Mr William and Mrs Elizabeth Walker, and 
their son William from Treherbert, Rhondda. 

Elizabeth was the sister of Ernest’s mother Annie: 
maiden name Gough. Elizabeth is the great 
grandmother of the writer. Her son William Walker, 
and his wife Annie, my grandparents, would later 
move to 17 Northways, Porthcawl in 1937; and 
through his love and ability at lawn green bowls, 
‘Billy’ Walker would eventually become the 
chairman and, later, president of the Griffin Park 
Bowls Club. 

Finally, December would prove a very harsh 
winter both home and abroad, yet the wives and 
mothers of Porthcawl servicemen were treated to a 
‘Merry Christmas’ through the generosity of Mr TG 
Jones of ‘Beach House,’ Mackworth Road; ex¬ 
chairman of the Porthcawl Council. 

On Christmas morning, while 
Mrs TG Jones distributed joints of 
Christmas beef to their homes, “a 
gentleman dressed as Father 
Christmas went round Porthcawl, 
in a motor-car, distributing 
clothing, toys, nuts and oranges to 
soldiers’ children.’’(Glamorgan 
Gazette December 29, 1916.) 

Who was this Santa? Whoever 
he may have been, such kindness 
certainly helped to brighten the 
lives of soldiers’ families; if only 
for a short time. 

The town would sujfer many 
more casualties in 1917.

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Fostering veteran Rae Parsons finally 
stepping down after 25 years’ service 


AFTER two and a half decades of giving 
vulnerable young people a head start in 
life, Rachael (Rae) Parsons has finally 
retired - at the age of 87! 

Rae, from Cefn Glas, has been taking in young 
people since November 1991, sharing her home and 
providing guidance and support via the Supported 
Lodgings scheme. 

The Bridgend County Borough Council-run 
scheme sees providers offer accommodation in a safe 
and supportive home environment to young people 
aged 16-21 who are leaving residential or foster care. 
The aim of the scheme is to help the young people 
develop the practical skills and emotional stability 
they need to live independently. 

After a stint in the Women’s Royal Air Force 
(WRAP), Rae settled in Bridgend, where she married 
and had four daughters. With the loss of her husband, 
and the fact that all four daughters had left home, Rae 
found herself wanting to do something with her spare 
time, a spokeswoman reports. 

One day, Rae saw an advertisement looking for 
people to welcome students into their homes and 
decided to apply. Soon after Rae applied, it became 
apparent that at the time the scheme was specifically 
for young offenders. However, this didn’t deter her 
and she continued with her application. 

The ‘Raes’ of this world are few and far between, 
and as the number of looked-after people in Bridgend 
county borough who are over the age of 16 continues 
to increase, more caring people are needed to come 
forward and provide a home environment and 
support. 

“However, many people don’t consider providing 
placements for young people, holding the 
stereotypical view that they will be troublesome,” 
said a spokesperson. 

Rae disagrees that all young people in care are 
naughty or hard work. She firmly believes that the 
young people who she has supported have positively 
changed her life just as much as she changed theirs. 

Rae said: “The youngsters who have stayed with 
me have been a lot of fun and they’ve kept me young. 
At the end of the day, they are human beings who 
simply need someone they can talk to, someone who 
cares and can give them direction. There is good in 
every young person, you just need to find it.” 

Rae is proof that the supported lodgings scheme

can be extremely beneficial for young people, 
particularly when they are shown support, respect 
and care. 

Rae continued: “Quite often I bump into the 
people who stayed with me over the years. It’s always 
wonderful to see them and hear of their successes - 
they always say thanks for my support. Several still 
pop by to the house for a cuppa or to have tea. The 
majority of them work, have settled down or run their 
own home, which makes what I do all worthwhile. 
There’s nothing more rewarding than knowing that I 
have helped the young people to improve their lives.” 

Jade, one of the young people who lived with Rae 
and is still in touch with her to this day, cannot speak 
highly enough of her, citing her support and guidance 
as the main reason she settled down and didn’t go off 
the rails. 

Jade said: “Rae was so welcoming, understanding, 
lovely, caring, and always thought about how I was 
feeling. In all the time I was around the care system, 
Rae’s home was the only place I ever felt settled. 
That was down to Rae, no one else! Instantly, Rae 
came across as a firm friend and someone who I 
could tell anything, and that did mean a lot. 

“Rae is like a second mum. She’s amazing and the 
fact that years later, people are still going out of their 
way to go up to her to express their gratitude is 
testament to her hard work, commitment and 
dedication. That advert changed her life, my life and 
many more.” 


It’s clear that Rae has absolutely loved being a 
Supported Lodgings provider for well over two 
decades, even during the more challenging times. 

“It wasn’t always smooth but the key is not to back 
down when faced with challenges, and lay down 
ground rules right from the beginning,” Rae said. 
“Discipline doesn’t do any harm and actually, most 
needed it. My military background definitely gave 
me an advantage though. 

“Whenever a new person would come to live with 
me, I would always be apprehensive, as would they. 
However, I recognised how hard it was for the young 
person as they were coming to live in someone else’s 
house. Sometimes you’ve got to put yourself in their 
shoes and definitely not judge. 

“I have thoroughly enjoyed every moment of it 
and wouldn’t change anything because I love having 
kids in the house. If I had to go back 25 years, I 
would still take young people into my home, even the 
more challenging ones. The support I’ve received 
from my social worker has been absolutely fantastic. 
It’s been a wonderful experience and if I’m honest. 
I’m gutted to retire.” 

“Supported Lodgings provides a stepping stone 
towards independence and has provided many young 
people with positive outcomes as a direct result of the 
scheme,” reported a spokesperson for the council. 

The council’s cabinet member for children’s social 
services and equalities, Coun Hailey Townsend, said: 
“Supported Lodgings offers vulnerable young people 
the stability and loving homes which are needed for 
them to progress onto adulthood and reach their full 
potential. 

“We are extremely grateful for everything Rae has 
done for the Supported Lodgings scheme. She 
deserves recognition for everything she has done. 
She is a special person who must be congratulated for 
the dedication she has shown over the last 25 years. 

“Rae has given many young people the 
opportunity to change their lives - she taught them 
life skills, but more importantly she listened, cared 
and never judged. We wish her well on her 
retirement. 

“We always need more people to become 
Supported Lodgings providers so that we can 
continue to offer this important scheme.”

T he sudden death of 
former hunt-racing 
owner, trainer and rider 
Vivian John Hughes, of the 
Llangeinor Hunt, will come as 
a shock to many enthusiasts. 

Vivian, a much-loved partner of 
Lisa, a former point-to-point rider 
herself, and a devoted father of Ben 
and a much-loved son and brother, will 
be greatly missed by his family and 
friends. 

Vivian rode his first winner Ansam 
in the adjacent hunts’ race at the Ystrad 
Hunt Point-To-Point back in the 1990s. 
He was 19-years-old and Ansam, a 20- 
1 outsider of three, was the only horse 
to complete the course. 

It was at Chepstow racecourse that 
Vivian won the Russell Baldwin and 
Bright Hunter Chase on that good mare 
Doubting Donna. Vivian, a builder by 
trade, on another memorable occasion 
rode three winners at the Tivyside 


Hunt Steeplechases. He took the 
Men’s Open on Doubting Donna and 
both divisions of the Confined Maiden 
on Miss Millbrook and Glen Nova. 
Miss Millbrook went on to win the 
inaugural Dunraven Bowl Novices’ 
Hunter Chase at Chepstow in 1996, 
with Evan Williams in the saddle. 

However, most hunt-racing fans will 
associate Viv with his Primaticcio 
which won (among other races) the 
2002 Horse & Hound Cup at Stratford 
under Ogmore’s Christian Williams. 

Kumuda, Pay U Cash and Sea 
Haitch Em are just three other point-to- 
pointers that Vivian, an unassuming 
man, will be associated with. 

Jack Rowsell of Pontypridd whose 
son Robert used to ride against Vivian 
in point-to-points said: “It is so sad. 
Vivian was a good horseman and he 
was a great friend of my son Robert. 
We will miss seeing him around the 
shows.'”

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Bonus point win 
for Barry in a 
‘spirited’ display 


AFTER a week without a game because of 
the Autumn International matches and 
cup games it was back to business for the 
Barry 1st XV last Saturday when they 
entertained Old Illtydians RFC at the 
Reservoir Field for an East Central league 
2 fixture. 

After a shaky start to the season in which they lost 
their first three games, Barry have turned themselves 
around and won their last four games in the league 
so the expectations of the team and their supporters 
was naturally quite high and they were not to be 
disappointed. 

In cold breezy conditions, it was the visitors who 
started the better by attacking and putting early 
pressure on the home fifteen from the kick off. 

It did look for the first five minutes or so of the 
game that they might take an early lead, only to be 
denied by some resolute tackling by Barry and long, 
relieving kicks by half back pair Kyle Barros and 
Einan Scott. 

After a pointless 18 minutes or so of play, it was 
Barry who struck the first blow. A long probing kick 
by Kyle Barros put the Old Illtydians full back under 
pressure and he sliced his returning kick into touch 
about 10 yards or so from his own line. 

From the resulting line out a take and drive by the 
Barry pack pushed the visitors pack over their own 
line enabling Luke O’Sullivan to touch down for the 
first try of the day which Kyle Barros duly 
converted. 

With 7 points on the board Barry started to attack 
and put a lot of pressure on the visitors. However, in 
their eagerness to defend this surge by Barry some of 
the Old Iltydians became overzealous and five 
minutes later a penalty was awarded to Barry which 
unfortunately just shaved the upright in the swirling 
wind. 

The Barry fifteen were now in top gear and 
continued their attack to try and exploit the visitor’s 
weaknesses. 

The pressure paid off in the 25th minute when 
after what can only be described as a bit of a melee 
behind the Old Illtydians post, Luke O’Sullivan 
ended up with the ball in his hands and was able to 
ground the ball for Barry’s and his second try. 
Scrum-half Kyle Barros was able to add the extra 
points to put Barry into a fourteen point lead. 

No one can be sure what the visitors captain had 
to say to his team after this second score but 
whatever it was, it had a dramatic effect because 
they started to play with gusto and put the Barry 
defence on the back foot for the next 10 minute 
period of play and came close to scoring on a 
number of occasions. 

However, the Barry fifteen were resolute in their 
defence and stopped them time and time again. This 
was the pattern of play up to the half time whistle 
with Barry able to keep their 14-0 score. 

The second half started from the kick off with a 
dangerously high tackle on the Barry captain James 
Hadfield which was an obvious yellow card, if not 
more to all those who witnessed it, the one exception 
being the referee, who awarded a scrum to Old 
Illtydians for a knock on by James. A strange 
decision indeed. 

Minutes later he showed a yellow card to Barry 
centre Tom Perry for knocking the ball out of one of 


the opponents arms when he had clearly ripped it out 
which is all fair in love and war. 

If that was not bad enough 5 minutes later another 
yellow card was shown to hooker Alyn Evans. 

With 15 playing 13 it was only going to be a 
matter of time before Old Illtydians took advantage 
of the situation and they did exactly that when their 
left wing went over in the corner for their first try of 
the game after 15 minutes of the second half. The 
conversion was unsuccessful. 

The expectation at this stage of the game was that 
Barry would find it difficult to play attractive rugby 
with two men on the bench but this was not the case 
as they seemed to step up a gear and make numerous 
attacks on the visitors’ line only to be held up time 
and time again. 

Their perseverance did pay off however after 25 
minutes of the half when scrum half Kyle Barros 
scored Barry’s third try cutting through the defence 
from a five-metre scrum. 

His conversion attempt from wide out was 
unsuccessful in the swirling wind. With the score at 
19 - 5 in Barry’s favour the call was for a possible 
bonus point win but Old Illtydians had other ideas 
and seemed determined to deny them the extra point 
with very determined defensive play which kept 
Barry out time and time again. 

After making substitutions at the 65 minute mark 
Barry hoped that fresh legs would help them get that 
elusive fourth try and bonus point which had been 
denied them in the previous match against 
Abercynon. 

It proved to be a good move because with five 
minutes of the match to go, centre Tom Perry 
crashed over the line after a run in from 25 yards out 
to secure the elusive bonus point. The conversion by 
Einan Scott was successful, giving Barry a 26-5 
score with a couple of minutes left on the clock. 

Most of those watching would have 
understandably thought that was that, but Old 
Illtydians had other ideas and pressed hard in the 
closing minutes to increase their score.

Brian Lee highlights 
Welsh Grand 
National winners 

THE Welsh Grand National takes place at 
Chepstow on December 27. The last time a 
horse actually trained in Wales won the Welsh 
Grand National was in 1965, when Mr Glanville 
Jones’s Norther was successful (recent winners 
Le Beau Bai in 2011 and Mountainous 2013 and 
2015 were trained at Presteigne a couple of 
miles from the Welsh border). 

A former winning Welsh point-to-pointer. Norther 
was trained by DenzH Jenkins of Cowbridge in the 
Vale of Glamorgan. During the war as Sqdn Ldr 
Jenkins DEC, he had commanded a squadron of 
fighter pilots and had 192 flying operations to his 
credit. 

Ridden between-the-flags by Rhys Williams, father 
of present day National Hunt trainer Evan Williams, 
who has come close to training the winner himself on 
a couple of occasions. Norther was usually ridden by 
Ken White but he had been claimed to ride Palas 
Main, who was to finish fifth. 

Led over the last by Quintina, who was trying to 
land a notable double for Pred Winter, who had 
saddled Jay Trump to win the Ai ntree National, 
Norther, partnered by the legendary Terry 
Biddlecombe, stayed on gallantly to beat Pred 
Winter’s charge by a length with Dark Venetian 
pipping little Limonali for third place. 

The following year. Norther finished seventh in the 
Aintree Grand National and was runner-up in the 
Scottish Grand National. A fine jumper, he was to 
return to point-to-pointing and had had only one fall 
since 1966 when at the age of 15, he came down ate 
at the South Pembrokeshire Hunt Steeplechases. 

Sadly, he somehow later broke his jaw when 
grazing in a field and had to be put down.

BACK PAGE COMMENT

A s the final drama unfolded in a 
nervy autumn campaign whose 
talking point has been as much 
about coaches being under pressure to 
perform as the players, the Wales camp 
knew that Saturday’s finale against an 
experimental South African side, on a 
cold November evening at the 
Millennium Stadium in Cardiff, could 
well have a significance far beyond the 
result itself. 

Three narrow wins in the Under Armour 
Series, though a creditable feat, had failed to 
still widespread mutterings over below-par 
displays by a hesitant Welsh team seemingly 
caught between the defence-minded 
‘Warrenball’ system that has served them so 
well in the past, and the urgent need to 
develop the more expansive, fast-attacking 
style of play now favoured by top tier teams 
worldwide. 

''There is a tinge of disappointment in terms 
of the performance against Japan (when 
Wales won 33-30 the week before) and we 
want to put that right against South Africa. 
Not only are we looking to win this weekend, 
we want a performance to go with it/’ 
caretaker head coach Robert Howley had 
declared. 

"The cohesion the players have shown over 
the four or five weeks, has been outstanding,” 
he told a sceptical media. "It’s our last chance 
of the autumn series and we want to transfer 
all the hard work we have put in into a big 
performance.” 

In the event, a clearly relieved Howley got 
his wish as an improved display disposed of 
what former England hooker-turned pundit 


Brian Moore scathingly described as "the 
worst South African team I have ever seen,” 
with a conclusive 27-13 victory, for the home 
squad to end the series on a high. 

The Welsh camp had expressed itself 
"pleased” with the hard fought 24-20 win 
over Argentina in the second of the autumn 
tests and had opted for the same starting 
line-up against the ailing Springboks, apart 
from stinger victim Sam Warburton; with 
Dan Lydiate coming in on the blindside and 
No 8 Taulupe Ealetau returning from injury 
among the replacements. 

(He came on after the interval in place of 
the injured Lydiate and immediately made 
his usual telling contribution, linking up 
superbly with man-of-the-match openside, 
Justin Tipuric, who set the seal on a deserved 
victory with a breakaway converted try in 
the dying minutes). 

To put the result in context, it was only the 
third win over South Africa in 31 attempts 
since the first clash at the old St Helens 
ground in Swansea on December 1,1906 
(which the tourists won 11-0). 

In fact, Wales had to wait until 1999, 
before finally toppling the iron men from the 
veldt 26-19 at a half-filled Millennium 
Stadium still in the process of construction, 
just before the Rugby World Cup in June 
1999, when an ecstatic crowd saw them 
avenge the humiliating 96-13 rout on tour in 
Pretoria the year before. 

The only other success came following 
another tour to South Africa in June 2014, 


when Wales lost 38-16 and 31-30, only to 
bounce back in the autumn at Cardiff on 
November 29 that year to win 12-6. 

Both camps went into Saturday’s game 
against a background of supporters’ disquiet 
at home - the hapless Springboks having lost 
seven of their previous 11 games, including a 
crushing defeat at the hands of arch rivals. 
New Zealand - and under-fire coach Alister 
Coetzee facing calls to be axed. 

In what appeared to be a desperate 
attempt to avoid the inevitable, he fielded a 
mix’n’match selection of rawness and 
experience totalling just 260 caps, compared 
to Wales’ 812 total. 

Indeed, for ten minutes the gamble 
appeared to be paying off - with his 
makeshift team dominating the early 
exchanges, both in terms of possession and 
territory, winning a Welsh lineout and 
forcing a penalty at the scrum - to draw first 
blood and go three points up. 

It was not the first time this autumn that 
Wales had fallen behind to an early sucker 
punch, but in this case, the South African 
lead was quickly snuffed out as the more 
experienced home team began to exert total 
control, and full back Leigh Halfpenny 
punished a spate of transgressions with the 
first of four penalties before the interval. 

As the pressure told on increasingly 
desperate and inept opponents, their woes 
were compounded with a yellow card for a 
deliberate knock-on to break up a Welsh 
attack, which Halfpenny promptly punished 


with a fifth penalty helped by an upright. 

When this was followed barely three 
minutes later by a gritty try for Scarlets 
hooker Ken Owens, which Halfpenny for 
once failed to convert, Wales seemed out of 
sight, with the scoreboard reading 20-6. 

Outside half Dan Biggar, who had typically 
controlled things well for Wales, just failed to 
extend the lead further with a drop goal 
attempt - as replacements poured on for 
both sides - and it brought a belated fight- 
back by previously disconsolate South 
Africans, which yielded a converted try that 
suddenly edged them within touching 
distance at 20-13. 

Alarm bells rang, but in the end, Tipuric it 
was who settled the nerves with a brilliant 
breakaway try, with just four minutes 
remaining. 

Halfpenny applied the coup de grace to 
send the Welsh team to the dressing room 
with relieved smiles all round. 

While the 12th successive defeat would not 
have improved Coetzee’s prospects, in 
contrast, Howley and his fellow coaches can 
at least take some satisfaction from an 
autumn series that the history books (which 
do not record performance), will simply list 
as three wins out of four, including two 
prized southern hemisphere scalps. 

Moreover, the Welsh camp know they have 
now been given a breathing space to work on 
mastering the ‘new way’ and prepare for a 
testing Six Nations - with the extra carrot of 
places being up for grabs on the British and 
Irish Lions’ summer tour to New Zealand 
under Warren Gatland. 

It could be the incentive they need to get up 
to speed with the rest of the pack!
